So States Chicago Jurist in Terrible h Indictment A gainst 
to Jurors. 


[EXCLUSIVE 
CHICAGO, March 11—“Many 


| unions are in the bands of gunmen and ¢x-convicts. These men have 
extorted money in every big building operation in Chicago in recent 
years, but to convict them requires almost superhuman efforts.” 


These were among the startling 
statements contained in the in- 
structions which Judge Scanlan, 
chief justice of the criminal court, 
gave today to a special grand jury 
impaneled to investigate recent 


union trials. Judge Scanian 
charged that certain union leaders 
—-he named several — have “at- 
tempted to destroy law and order 
in this’ community.” 

He warned the jurors-that they 
were “the advance guard in the 
fight to restore law and order to 
this great commaunity,” and that 
failure on their part to get to the 
bottom of union labor conditions 
would work hardship on Chicago 
for years to come. 


INSTRUCTIONS STARTLE. 


When Judge Scanian completed 
his instructions, perhaps the most 
startling given a grand jury in 
Cook county for a score of years, 
State’s Attorney Crowe said: 

“A speech like that has never 
been heard in this building. Judge 
Scanian will do a world of good.” 

Judge Scanlan instructed the 
jury to thoroughly investigate 
charges that witnesses and jurors 
had been “fixed” in recent trials. 

“You men must see that the 
rule of union labor by violence and 
terrorism must end,” he declared. 

He warned the jurors that 
threats on their lives might be 
made against them, but urged that 
they refuse to be swerved from any 
line of the investigation.

a set to cover all sections of 
Southern California, and particu- 
larly adapted to receive the com- 
plete service which will be broad- 
casted by The Times. This pro- 
vides for sound amplifiers and 4ll 
conveniences. Other sets, not so 
ae can be had for much 


Broadcasting mations over the 
United States now use 360 stand- 
ard wave length, that being the 
standard adopted by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. However, 
Secretary Hoover recently has 
called a conference of radio ex- 
perts which may mean that greater 
liberty will be given sending sta- 
tions and longe. wave lengths may 
be used by them. 

“With apparatus such as I have 
outlined, there should be little 
trouble in families within a 1000 
or 1500 miles of Los Angeles re- 
ceiving the entire service,” de- 
clared Mr. Farran.

NO “SIGN ALS” BY BIRDS. 


Observer; Nature Faking 


Tail Used in Balancing, Not as Wigwag, Declares 


Denunciation Approved. 


| Roosevelt was not too emphatic 


him at one time or another. How- 
ever, a recent article in one of the 
popular bird magazines, which 


cates that his criticism was well 
founded. Presumably Mr. Roose- 
velt’s scathing condemnation of 
the able writers nam by him 
was due to his understanding 
that an able man may do much 
more harm than a weaker one be- 
cause he carries so much greater 
influence. 

In this particular article which 
attracted my attention the writer 
makes very definite statements to 
the effect that robins and cat birds 
and various others make “wig- 
wag” signals with their tails 
which he goes so far as to com- 
pare with “our Army and Navy 
signals.” 


JUMPING TO CONCLUSIONS. 

As a matter of fact every bird 
mentioned has a rather promi- 
nent tail which to most of them 
is very important for the aid 
which it gives in balancing its 
possessor in various movements of 
the body, but especially in those 
of hopping and fiying. Indeed it 
would be difficult for one to ima- 
gine any movement of the bird 
which did not cause movement of 
the tail. As most bird movements 
are abrupt the movement given 
to the tail necessarily has some- 
thing of the jerky wigwag char- 
acter. That such characteristic

The in- 
ereases over the furmer principal 
or the “centimes additionnels”’ are 
the assessments now paid, the prin- 
cipal having been suppressed. in 
towns of over 100.000 inhabitants 
the principal of the tax is fixed at 
| franc for one window, 1.60 frances 
for two windows, and so on. The 
tax for doors is 18.80 francs. These 
rates do not apply to Paris, Lyons 
and Bordeaux, where there are 
special ways of ining the 


tax is fixed at 20 france for wide 
doors, 6 france for small doogs, 
and % ee for the ordinary door 
and windgw. This tax, many 
others, while it is due by the own- 
er of the property, ig really borne 
by the tenant, since practically 
every lease of premises in France 
stipulates that the ‘lessee will re- 
imburse to the landlord a propor- 
tion of the door and window tax 
paid by the. andlord. 

Another tax catches those who 
hire domestio servants. Double 
the tax is paid for male domestics, 
the rates being 40 francs for the 
firet female domestic, 80 frances for 
the second, 120 for the third, 160 
france for the fourth, etc. When 
domestics of both sexes are em- 
ployed, they follow the same clas- 
sification aiternately, beginning 
with a domestic of the female sex.

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CHET DIRECTIONS. 
A reader friend who signs her- 
has written 
to ask me to publish directions 
for crocheting a man’s silk neck- 
scarf for day or evening wear. 
And another of my readers wishes 
directions for knitting one of the 
old-fashioned “Rainbow” or “Ro- 
man” shoulder shawls. Although 
I cannot always promise to grant 
such requests, 1 am nevertheless 
very glad to print the following 
directions, which I just happened 
to have on hand. 

Man’s Silk Scarf: Buy 8 one- 
ounce spools of black 
crochet silk and 2 spools of white, 
same size. The scarf is worked 
lengthwise in shell stitch. Begin it 
by making a chain 44 inches long 


with the biack silk (without 
stretching.) 
First row: In 4th st. of chain 


make 6 d. c. * skip 1 c. In 
next st., ch. 2, 6k. 2, 5 d. c. in next 
st., repeat from * across chain 
until the work measures 
inches without stretching; turn. 
Second row: ch. 2, 5 d. c. in last 
s. c. of previous row, * sk. 4 sts. of 
shell of previous row, 1 «. c. tn 
last d. c. of shell, ch. 2, 6 d. c. in 
next s. c. of previous row, repeat 
from °*, always chaining 2 at ends 
of every row to keep edges 
straight. Repeat second row for 
the entire scarf. Make 13 rows of 
biack, join white, make 2 rows of 
white. Join black and repeat these 
15 rews in same manner until 
there are four wide stripes of 
black (lengthwise down the scarf) 
and 8 narrow stripes of white be- 
tween the wide black ones. 
Fringe: Wind white and black 
eilk on a three-inch card for 
fringe and cut through at one end. 
Tie 12 strands of the two shades 
into chains of 2 across both ends 
ef scarf. 
“Rainbow Shawl": In mating 
this use the yarn double—1 thread 
of Shetland wool and one thread 
of Shetland floss always together 
Buy 4 hanks of the white Gons. 
Get the Shetland wool in the ‘fol- 
lowing colors: 1 hank light blue 
1 hank light pink. 1 henk light 
yellow and 1 hank white. Use 2 
wooden knitting needies, No. 17 
When open the shawl should 
measure about 40 by 72 inches. 
Begin by casting on 100 stitches 
of white and white floss 
knitted together. Then knit the 
following colors always with a 
thread of the w.‘te floss no mat- 
ter what color wou! you are using 
rows white wool, 1 row yel-

RAILROAD FATALITIES. 


Record Shows Steady Improvement 
for the Last 29 Years. 


Fewer persons were killed in rafl- 
road accidents in 1920 than in any 


year since 189%, according to an 
analysis prepared by the American 
Railway Association from figures 
supplied by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. This report 
shows that the railroads carried 
safely 56,673,000 assengers for 
every one fatally injured. Fatal in- 
juries to employees, the figures 
show, have decreased each year for 
the last twenty-nine years. 

“Thirty-two years ago the num- 
ber of passengers killed was 315. 
while last year the official record 
shows only 228," the report reads. 
“Although the total number of em- 
ployees in the railroad service is 
several times greater than in 1891, 
yet the fatal injuries to employees 
were less each year than they were 
twenty-nine years ago

Inspiring Frankness. 


y= Secretary Fall of the Interior 
Department told Japanese farmers 


of the Yakima section of Washington that 


leases held by Japanese in the Yakima 
Indian reservation would not be renewed 
when they expired, but would be reserved 
for American citizens, preferably world 
war veterans, he established a policy 
which will make him innumérable friends. 
Many thousands of acres of Indian lands 
are held by aliens, while American farmers 
are reported to be seeking in vain for 


favorable leaseholds from Uncle Sam to | 


farming lands. As soon as existing leases 
to Japanese run out in the Indian reserva- 
tions the lands will undoubtedly be quick- 
ly turned over to citizens -on 
lease agreements. 


Secretary Fall, in answer to es inquiries 
of the secretary of the Japanése associa- 
tion of Yakima, said: “No discrimination 
whatever is intended against Japanese. 
This policy is a general one, and is in the. 
interest of American citizens, and partic- 
‘alarily American ex-soldiers. This govern- 
ment, through its departments, has not only 


, authority but the right to choose its own 


‘tenants for property for its wards, over 
whom and over which, perhaps, it exercises 
all rights both of sovereign and guardian.” 


In other words, Secretary Fall enunciated 
the policy that American land is for Ameri- 


cans, or those who under our laws may 


become Americans. It is surprising, in fact, 
that Japanese were ever given leases to 
these Yakima lands when there were 
Americans waiting to lease and work them 
for a livelihood. What will appeal’ most 
to many in Secretary Fall’s decision is his 
out-and-out statement of principles which 
pussy-footing diplomats, so-called, have ap- 
parently had a silly delicacy about express- 
‘tng. Secretary Fall is talking to the Jap- 
anese just like the Japanese themselves 
have been talking to the world about their 
own land rights in their own country. 
There is nothing in his statement to which 
the Orientals can consistently or reasonably 


- take exception. And the sooner America 


and Japan can get on a basis of absolute 
frankness with reference to the situation 
created by the Oriental invasion of Pacific 
slope agricultural lands, the quicker will 
they come to a real understanding on which 
alone genuine friendship and mutual respect 
can be based, 

The Pacific pact for naval limitation and 
world peace, while undoubtedly one of 
the greatest constructive acts for human 
betterment ever carried out, left unmen- 
tioned (perhaps wisely) some problems of 
wital interest to western § agriculturists. 
Let us hope that Secretary Fall's staight- 
forward assertion of American rights in

CULTURAL PROBLEMS OF THE

REQUISITE 


IN GROWING THE POTATO CROP. 


OUTHERN California produced in 1921 
an average of 96 bushels of potatoes 
per acre, from a total of 14,000 acres. 


The State. of California produced 12,036,- 
000, bushels from 98,000 acres, which is an 


average of 130 bushels per acre. From 
these figures it is quite evident that if the 
commercial potato grower in the Southern 
part of the State is to stay in Dusiness, it 
will be necessary for him to adopt some 
method whereby he can greatly increase 
the present yield. It is practically impos 


acre. 

At this time of the year’ the grower is 
confronted with the usual number of prob- 
lems. First among these is the necessity 
for good seed. There has been so mutch 
discussion regarding this subject of potato 
seed that it appears there has been so much 
time be some definite and accurate plan 
worked out whereby the grower could be 
assured of securing a good standard prod- 
uct. In view ef the fact that so much has 
been said and done regarding the using of 
selected seed from fields where 
practices of seed production were em- 
ployed, it would har@ly seem necessary to 
mentionit. However, the writer, in mak- 
ing a recent survey of the potato acreage 
to be planted this spring, found that a large 
number of potato growers were devoting a 
great deal of attention to the proper prep- 
aration of the land, including fertilization, 
and yet would deliberately go out and buy 
their seed at random from some neighbor, 
who would self his seed a little bit under the 
market price. This penny-wise-and-pound- 
foolish practice has done mofe to discour- 
age farmers from continuing in the potato 
game than anything else. 

Admitting the statement of Mr. Grub of 
Colorado that the American potato grower 
is 50 years behind the times in the matter 
of potato growing, as compared to. the 
European, it is quite true that a number of 
California potato growers have made tapid 
strides along this line. It may be possible 
if some of the noted British potato 
experts would come to California and prac- 
tice the methods used over there, they 
would find themselves in the same, predica- 
ment as some of our growers here today.

itable return on the investment. Our best 
yields have been obtained from cut seed 
which was grown und selected with the 
greatest of care, the idea in mind being 
to develop a strain whieh would yield a 
hill of eight or more marketable tubers. 
This has been done by constant rogueing 
and.selecting desirable types over a period 
of years. 
SEEDING PRECAUTYONS. 


On the Pasadena City Farm this month 
we are planting twenty acres to certified 
White Rose seed. This twenty acres will 
be our seed plot for the planting of some 
250 acres of fall crop. In order to secure the 
very best possible seed for the fall planting, 
the greatest care apd precaution are being 
taken with this seed plot, from the time of 
purchase of the seed, until the time for 
planting this summer. All this seed was dip- 
ped in corrosive sublimate, mixed at the rate 
of one pound to 120 gallons of water, for 
a period of one and one half hours. 
seed was then dried and placed in a cool, 
shady place uatil time to cut. It is felt 
advisable to cut the seed as it is planted, 
and fiot follow the practice of cutting and 
then resacking, and holding it for a period 
of one or two weeks. The seed _is being 
planted ten inches apart, in rows thirty- 
two inches apart. This is done in order to 
secure a medium sized tuber for seed pur 
poses. By planting this close together, 
there are no “Jumbo” size potatoes. These 
“jumbos” are not desirable for seed pur- 
poses. 

In making arrangements for dipping, it 
was found that a more satisfactory dip 
could be secured by placing ten gallon 
crock filled with water in a water bath, 
and then stirring into this the mercuric 
chloride. This solution was kept near the 
boiling pqint for about an hour, until the 
powder was thoroughly dissolyed in the wa- 
ter. When this was poured into the dip- 
ping vat, none of the polsoh was precipi- 
tated when coming into contact with the 
cold water. 

In cutting the seed we tried to get a seed 
plece that weighed about two ounces, with 
one good eye, and preferably two. The 
seed was planted immediately after it was 
cut, in order to prevent the formation of a 
ary hard layer on the cut surface. This 
drying out process seems to have the ef 


or no injury to the grapefruit plantings of 
imperial county, 1 was observed that, in 
some of the new orchards considerable in- 
jury had occurred to the trees in the way 
of splitting and cracking of the bark, and 
in the older orchards in a few lated sec- 
tions the outer fruit had suffered to a com 
siderable extent. Indeed, in 

orchards it was apparent that 
.40 per cent of the crop had 
On the whole, however, the orchards were 
found in very good condition, and 
amount of frost injury was much less than 
the average occurring in the maio citrus 
districts of the State. 

GRAPEFRUIT SOILS. 


There was agreement among all inter- 
ested, particularly after looking over the 
situation rather carefully, that the best or 
chards are those planted on what are 
known locally as “soft soils;” those rang- 
ing from fairly ght sand to sandy loam. 
Considering the meager - rainfall. and the 
large amount of silt carried in the irriga- 
tion water, which, together with other fac- 
tors almost invariably results in the course 
of time in unfavorable physical conditions, 
the writer is certainly of the opinion that 
intending grapefruit growers would-do well 
to limit their plantings to the ligtiter soils. 
where ample drainage ts provided, and 
where adverse physical conditions may not 
be expected at least for many years, and, 
even though occurring, may be satisfactorily 
met by proper tillage practices. For those 
orchards already planted on the heavier 
soils, the growing of deep-rooted legum- 
inous cover crops, such as Melilotus alba, 
is recommended as a means of opening up 
the subsoils to deeper penetration of 
moisture. Care must be taken, however, 
not to injure the trees by the application 
of too much water, and also to see that the 
cover crop and trees do not compete for 
water, in which event the trees may be ex- 
pected to suffer. 

It was evident, however, that there is a 


.| distinct lack of information concerning the 


tolerance of grapefruit both to alkali and 
unfavorable soil moisture conditions, some 
orchards being found where considerable 
quantities of alkali salts occur, and others 
where the water table is within four feet of 


the surface. The grapefruit tree cannot be . 


expected to grow successfully under such 
conditions, and should certainly not be 
plagted on soils where the salt content is 
high, or where the water table comes with- 
‘in the range of capillary attraction. 
GOOD STOCK IMPORTANT. 

Although a comparatively new district, it 
was observed that in the older plantings 
there is a considerable percentage of off- 
type trees, which emphasizes the great im- 
portance of planting only trees known to 
be propagated from the best type of Maréh 
seediess grapefruit. Too great emphas's 
can hardly be placed on this point. The 
thought naturally occurs that perhaps the 
bést practice would be selection of- buds 
from the best yielding trees and orchards 
in the Valley for purposes of propagation, 
as trees grown from these buds would nat- 
urally be expected to do better.than trees 
propagated from buds‘ taken from districts 
dissimilar in climatic and soil conditions, 
Good orchards exist in the valley from 
which such bud wood might be taken. 

On account of the deposition of silt con- 
nected with irrigation, it cannot he too 
strongly recommended that grapefruit trees 
for planting in the ‘Imperial Valley be 
budded high, in order to prevent brown rot 
gum disease. Special care should also be 
taken in planting to set the trees with the 
bud unions well abeve the surface of the 
ground. A number of cases were observed 
where brown rot had seriously injured the 
trees. In every instance, the trees were 
found to be planted too deeply, and the bud 
unions were covered. The prevalence of 
gum disease seems also to be connected 
with the manner of irrigation, a gefieral 
practice being flooding, which causes the 
water to stand about the trunks of the 
trees. The use of furrow irrigation would 
seem to be more advisable. In fact, no or- 
ehards were seen planted on soils of so 
light & character as to actually require 
flooding in order to get the water over the 
ground. 

On account of 
ditions occurring dtring the growing sea- 
son, special precautions seem advisable in 
methods of planting. The balled tree 
seems to be in favor, as against the loose 
rooted tree, on account of reduced danger 
from drying out of roots in handling. 
Orchards were seén, however, where the 


trees had been planted by the loose-root 
method, and where the ‘percentage of lose

THE MENACE. 


In view of the fact that the State Depart- 
ment of Agriciture is contemplating pro- 
hibiting the sale of nematode Infested pota- 
toes for either seed or commercial purposes 
after September 1, it would be wise to have 
the seed carefully examined by fhe horti- 
cultural commissioner previous planting, 
and also be sure that the soil on which 
the potatoes are to be planted is not in- 
feasted with nematode. This can be 
mined by @xamining the crops previously 
grown on the plece of ground. In order to 
continue in the production of potatoes, and 
in fact almost all of the truek.crops, it Is 
absolutely essential that the potato growers 
cooperate with the State and Federal 
authorities in preventing the spread of this 
most destructive pest, which is today 
threatening the immense truck crop indus- 
try of California. “@ a field is known to be 
infested with nematode, the grower would 
be money- ahead, besides doing a service 
to his State, by not planting it to potatoes. 
It would be preferable to seed it to corn or 
some grain crop, and put up with the loss 
for a few years, than to have the land ren- 
dered worthless for all time by continuing 
the infection, and also providing a means 
for its sptead to other areas. 


There seems to be no justifiable reason 
why potatoes cannot be

After the abnormal chilling during 
the winter of 1913, several of our local va- 
rieties of shade trees and deciduous fruit 
trees under observation started into growth 
and blooming at an astonishingly low tem- 
perature in com with other seasons 
preceded by the usual or hormal winter. 
The eastern varieties started growth much 
earlier and at. very much lower tempera- 
tures. The same varieties were observed 
though each had been subjected to different 
periods and degrees of chilling and dor- 
mancy.

KM is general 
belief that warm weather is responsiiic 
for early starting of new growth in spring. 
This is true only. relatively and reports 
from the Smithsonian Institute, Washing-. 
ton; DD. C. say it is entirely erroneous. it 
all depends on how much sfarch has been 
changed to sugar by chilling during the 
dormant period. 

The. chilling of twigs and branches 
causes a straining and breaking of cells 
and thus brings the enzyme into more 
‘thorough contact with the starch, which is 
changed to sugar. When enough of this is 
formed, growth begins. The ratio of sugar 
to starch found in the same tree from year 
te year or spring to spring, determines how 
early or at what temperature it will start 
growth or blossoming. 

From observations conducted in 1913 and 
this winter, it would appear that the ratio 
of sugar to starch is even greater now.than 
in 1913. It will be remembered that the 
spring of 1913 wds accompanied by early, 
or low-temperature blooming. with the 
usual results in unprotected places. 


In one part of the San Joaquin Valley 
early last fall, there was a frost that 
caused some orchards to become dormant. 
A little over two months after the frost, 
the trees having become sufficiently 
chilled to have developed sugar, relatively 
sufficient to Start growth, many of the 
larger flower buds opened and produced a 
light bloom. How far an orchard in this 
condition l be thrown into bloom de- 
pends on the degree of osmotic pressure, 
or the amount of sugar formed ear in 
the winter. Usually this is sufficient to 
open the well-developed flower buds only. 


It is more than probable that the sub- 
ject at hand bears a relation to the “gum 
disease” in our deciduous fruits because it 
is well known that “minor chilling” pro- 
duces lesser amounts of sugar, which has 
great osmotic pressure and which comes 
at a time when the cells are already under 
great pressure from the ftormation of 
starch. If this were so, the only practical 
methods of control would seem to be 
proper and sufficient irrigation and per- 
haps a light whitewashing to even the 
temperature. 


TEACHERS OF FARMING. 
HEAR TALKS ON FROST. 


POMONA.— A meeting of the high school 
teachers of agriculture of the citrus belt 
was recently held at Chaffey Union High 
School and Junior College of Agriculture 
at Ontario. This meeting was called by 
Dean C. J, Booth, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing recent frost injuries to fruit trees, 
and to formulate rules for future high 
school live-stock Judging contests, such as 
was held last year at the Southern Call- 
fornia State Fair at Riverside. F. D. Young 
of the United States Weather Bureau, who 
is stationed at Pomona, gave an interesting 
address on frost, its cause and effect. He 
brought out the point that there are really 
very few frost-free areas in the United 
States. Of the weather stations main- 
tained by the United States, the only one 
amy there is no frost record is Key West, 


George P. Weldon, for Chaffey 
Junior College of Agriculture, explained the 
laws governing ‘the shipping of frost in- 
jured fruit, and said that these laws are 
sometimes hard to administer, but that in 
practically every instance the men of the 
citrus industry are willing to coo 
with the authorities in preventing the ship- 
ment of frozen fruit. 7

GETTING GREATEST USE 
OF THE TRACTOR PLOW. 


Recent drastic price cuts fn tractor im- 
plements, and the action of some manufac- 
turers in giving tractor plows free with 
tractor will probably lead to much wider 
plows, which are expressly 
use with the machines. Many 
modern tractor plows, of coursa, may now 


be@ seen behind machines in the citrus and 
ogy groves, beet, grain and bean. 
fields. 


The tractor plow is no longer regarded 
as a troublesome implement. It is now 
better understood, and is thought of as a 
natural adjunct to the tractor. It is im- 
portant, however, that the plow which is 
best adapted to tractor work be well un- 
derstood, in order that one may get the 
best service from. it. 

Power-lift plows are now in the majority, 
fnstead of the independent lift implements 
formerly in use. 

The true line of pull in a double-drive 
tractor passes midway between the drive 
wheels, but if the tractor has but one 


_@drive wheel or drive drum, the line of pull

. HIGHLANDS.—J. 8. Edwards of the Gold 
Buckle Fruit Association and one of the 
pioneer orange men of the south, has just 
recently returned from a lengthy visit 
through the East.

VINEYARD ACREAGE OF 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


Because of the extension of grape plant- 
ing in Southérn California this year, the 
section south of the Tehachepi Range is 
now one of the most important grape-pro- 
ducing sections of the country. Recently 
the California Grape Growers’ Exchange ex- 
tended its activities to the southern part of 
the State, electing A. H. Conger of Los An- 
geles on the board of-directors. 

There were, up to January 1, about 36,000 
acres planted to grapes in Southern Cali- 
fornia, about 16,000 acres of which are in 
wine grapes, mostly in the Cucamonga sec- 
tion, where there are also 4000 acres of 
raisin grapes and 500 acres in table grapes. 

In San Diego county there are 8000 acres 
in grapes, of which all but 1500 are in bear- 
ing. There are 3886 acres of grapes in 
Riverside county, of which 1500 acres are 
in wine grapes. In Los Angeles county 
there are abeut 4100 acres in grapes, di- 
vided as follows: Wine grapes, 1988 acres; 
raisin grapes, 1456 acres; table grapes, 685 
acres. About 2500 acres of grapes have 
been planted in the Imperial -Valley, but 
this year will see the acreage doubled; In 
the Coachella Valley, also, extensive grape 
plantings are being made.

‘though more expensive, considering 
the extra expense to be good insurance. 
Where balled trees are used, it is recom- 
mended that the balls be worked up well 
with the soil in which the trees are planted, 
several orchards having been seen where 
the soil composing the hall was of mark- 
edly different character from that in which 
the trees were planted, with the result that 
the trees had failed » OF grown 
only indifferently. 


Where the ball is composed of heavy 
soil, and the trees are to be planted in a 
light soil, the ball should be broken and 
mixed well with the soil. Where the balls 
are composed of light soils, it seems ad- 
visable to remove the sacking. 

Rainfall being scanty, it is especially de- 
sirable that the soil be wet well before 
planting. 

Early planting was stated to be almost 
a necessity, the popular month being March. 
It wonld seem, however, that where the 
trees are given extra care, planting might 
well be dane at a little later date. Indeed. 
several orchards were observed where 


planting had been done as late as May, 


even with baré-rooted trees and still splen- 
did results had been secured. A prevalent 
method of planting was found to be that of 
filling the holes with water and setting the 
trees directly in the water, resulting in the 
heavier soils being left in a puddled condi- 
tion. On the lighter soils, this practice 
does not seem to occasion any unfavorable 
results, but on the heavier soils it is not 


to firm the soll about the roots, after which 
irrigation should be giv On account of 
the high. evaporation, young trees 
should receive water about every ten. days 
for the first season. | 


GROWTH IS REMARKABLE.

of the trees, The Tamarisk (Tamarisk ar- 
ticulata) was observed to be the best wind- 
break material in use, and was stated by 
Farm Adviser Garthwaite to be the best 
windbreak material yet found. The effect 
of windbreaks, however, does not extend 
over any considerable distance, and it is 
recommended that windbregks be used at 
least every 660 feet through the orchards. 
The pruning problem with Imperial Vel- 
ley grapefruit orchards is as yet a compara- 
tively unimportant phase of orchard prac- 
tice, Of all citrus fruits, the grapefruit re- 
guires the least attention in the way of 
pruning, and pruning operations with the 
young trees should be confined to repress- 
ing unusually vigorous suckers. As the 
trees become older, the lower hanging fruit 
wood on which the earlier crops were borne 
becomes crowded out, and should be re 
moved, the trees being kept reasonably 
open, so as to stimulate interior fruiting. 
In cofclusion, our observations were to 
the effect that the grapefruit industry in 
Imperial county has definitely passed 
through the experimental stage, and is now 
a promising commercial industry. Indeed, 
were nursery stock available, it is probable 
that several thousand acres would be 
planted this coming season. The trees 


‘make a remarkable gréwth, come into 


fruiting early and produce good crops. The 
fruit itself matures very early im the sea- 
son, and is of unusually high qualiry. It 
would appear therefore that the growth of 
the grapefruit industry of the Imperial 
county is destined to be vigorous, and that 
the grapefruit may well be expected to be- 
come one of the permanent crops in the 
agriculture of this most important and in- 
teresting part of California.

HE year 188% saw the close of my ac- 
tivities in English public life. How 
this came about is described in my 
volume, “The Land War in Ireland.” 

Having fought my battle for nationalism 


 there—and lost it—I resolved to look no 


for the first time 


more to action at home, but to seek in other 
ways what I still felt to be my mission in 
life, that of pleading the cause of the back- 
ward nations of* the world, and especially 
those of Asia and Africa, from their slavery 
to Burope. . 

I knew myself to be regardedjas a beaten 
man and for the momert my depression 
was extreme. . At Crabbet it mattered less, 
for I was there Lord of my own Manor. 

. . By the middle of autumn, how- 
ever. I was tired of inaction and a longing 
seized me to once more visit Egypt and 
those desert lands in which so many of my 
winters had been spent. With the Arabs I 
had a second home, less estranged from me 
than the other, and I should find myself, | 
knew, in that “rut of centuries” which is so 
soothing to the Japhetfé soul troubled with 
Europe’s ephemeral flls. Thus on the 9th of 
November my journal ts resumed, and 
shows me on my way eastward with my 
wife and my daughter Judith, now en 
abroad with us. At Paris 
(Nov. 10.)\—Bitters and I breakfasted to- 
gether this morning and took one of our 
familiar walks:>in the afternoon. . 
They are pulling down the sheds on the ‘site 
of the Tuilaries, leaving the Carousel open 
to the garden. This has a*poor effect, but 
it leaves a fine opportunity of rebuilding 
to Boulanger, or whoever else succeeds to 
the French throne.

1 did 
not therefore remain more than a few days 
in Caire, but went on to my country place 
at Sheykh Obeid, ten Miles outside the 
town, where I got the little garden house 
ready for my wife and daughter to inhabit, 
a beautiful retired place on the desert edge, 
far from European intrusion, standing on 
the old pilgrim camel-track where it 
branches off to Syria. . . . 


Baring, in. whom all real power was 
vested at Cairo, was for the moment with- 
out any settled policy beyond that of wait- 
ing events; a kind of marking time, with no 
definke instruction as to the future of En- 
glish connection with the Nile Valley. Lord 
Salisbury, feeling he had done what honor 
requ in fulfillment of English promises 
bg evacuation, was now resolved to leavé 
thingg- as they were, including the garrison 
of occupation. As to the National party, its 
condition was one of patriotic torpor. 


Jan 20th—I do not know how to suffi- 
ciently describe the delight of the life here. 
Anne and Judith, with Cowie, their maid, 
have joined me, and we are idly busy all 
day long. The whole of the garden (thirty 
acres) has been dug and weeded,’ the irriga- 
tion engine repaired and watering will be- 
gin regularly next week. Day has. gone by 


_} like day, each full of interest. This morn- 


ing we began pulling down an outhouse to 
clear the land for a new building. Thirty 
men and boys afte on the job in high good 
humor and certainly they are neither lazy 
nor unintelligent. In the midst of the dem- 
olition a large cobra jumped out and put 
up his hood in the middle of them, but they 
knocked him over with their picks before 
he could do any harm. By general advice 
he was cut in four portions—he was exactly 
six feet in length—and- thrust down the 
throat of a sick camel they had with them, 
for a cure (N. B, The camel recovered.) 


Jan. 22nd.—We have begun a new wing to 
the house building with the ordinary sun- 
dried bricks, contracted for at the rate of 
eight piastres to the cubic meter. There 
will be three rooms upstairs and three 
downstairs, and the whole will cost about 
£80. Also I bought a new engine for irri- 
gation, and I am re-stocking the garden 
with young orange trees, and in two or 
three ‘years, if things go well, it will be a 
better property than when I bought it seven 
years ago. I could be quite content to end 
my days in this pleasant work. 

Jan. 29th.—Today two three-year-old colts 
and a filly arrived, which I have beught of 
Ali Pasha Sherif, whose horses are the 
only ones of pure Arabian breed in Egypt. 

. They had been brought round by 
the desert entrance, through Zeyd's precau- 
tion to avoid the evil eye. He also sacri- 
ficed a Jamb on the threshold of the garden 
and sprinkled their foreheads with blood. 

‘ Similarly on Friday, the first stone 
of our new houses was laid and another 
lamb was slaughtered on the corner-stone. 
The work people were then feasted, and a 
heavy shower of rain then came down, to 
bless the building. Zeyd is in the seventh 
heaven at all these high doings, and is en- 
camped with the horses ‘under the great fig- 
tree (Zeyd, here spoken of, was a Bedouin 
from Neyd, who had attached himself to our 
service, a man of imagination, a poet, agd 
an enthusiast about horses. He was also of 
value as a center of Arabian gossip, includ- 
ing political news, sometimes of impor- 
tance.) 

We lett sheykh beid on the of 
March (1889) and ndria on the tenth, 
so ending our stay in Egypt at that time. 
At Lissa we received the pews of the dis- 
comfiture of the Times in the Parnell case, 
by far the most important incident at home 
since the overthrow of Gladstone in 1836, 
. Front Fiwvme we went on by Vien- 
na and the Orient Express to Paris, and so 
home to England, arriving there on 


fifth of April. May 19th} 


Om Wednesday [| saw Gen. Boulanger 
oy appointment at his home in Port- 
land Place. .~ . | told him 1 had 
been much taken to task by the Lib- 
erals for my avowal of. sympathy with his 
cause. . . . I asked him whether he 
intended to shut up the (French) Chambers 
and he amsewered .. that the idea 
was ridiculous . . . Frenchmen must 
talk and a Parliament of some kind they 
therefore must have. . . . What he 
meant, wag to reform it (the Revision) the 
power of the President must be strength- 
ened. Those possessed by the President of 
the United States might svffice. ‘ 
All he said, he authorized me to- tell my, 
Liberal friends. I fear I did little 
to help him in this, or any other way. Polli- 
tics at that moment were repugnant to me 
and I could not bring myself to start any 
new campaign (Why then, did he interro- 
gate Boulanger with such particularity ?— 
Ed.) 

The summer of 1889 saw me occupied al- 
most exclusively with literary work. It was 
then that I wrote my poem “A New Pil- 
grimage,” which with many other piéces of 
more or less the same datg I published in 
| the early autumn. This t me once 
more into pleasant relations with my 
friends, even those who had been most 
angry with me for my doings in Ireland. 
Chief among these was my cousin, George 
Wyndham. “We have so many grounds,” he 
wrote, “for friendship, our common love’ of 
sport and of poetry, and also our common 
blood, that I think it would be very foolish 
to allow differences of political opinion to 
interfere in any way. I sincerely hope that 
you think so too.” . He showed 
himself no idle friend for when I went to 
London he arranged occasions for my meet- 
ing with our mutual friends at his house 
in Park Lane, and eventually one with Ar- 
thur Balfour, at which we buried our po- 
litical hatchet in mutual amiabilities. 
- » » Another friend equally dear to me 
with George, whom I recovered at that time, 
was Lytton. . . . As to my women 
friends, my political imprisonment, I soon 
found .-. . was a title to romantic in- 
terest, so that I was able to resume my 
place, and more than my place in society. 
Their kindpess made me- full 
amends, and for the mext few years so 
strewed my path with flowers that politics 
lost their hold upon my mind more, perhaps, 
than they should have done (Cherchez la 
femme?—Ed.) My daughter Judith, too, 
was now growing up, and was also a new 
interest . . . so that my diary, I find, 
deals mainly with home occupations and de- 
tails of my private life. 


WILLIAM MORRIS. 


“Nor must I omit another influence 
. . ~« that of an intimacy which I then 
for the first time enjoyed with William 
Morris. This summer of 1889 saw 
me for the first time at Kelmscott Manor, 
where we argued the questions, literary and 
political, which at the time occupied his 
mind. . . . Morris was at that period 
in a mood of reaction from his socialistic 
fervor. He had quarreled with Hyndman 
and was disgusted at the personal jealousies 
of his fellow-workers in the cause, and at 
their cowardice in action. He never got 
over the pusillanimity they had displayed at 
Trafalgar Square two years before, when a 
few hundred policemen had dealt with 
thousands of them as though they had been 
schoolboys. In some ways our two post- 
tions were alike. We had both sacrificed 
much socially to our principles, and our 
principles failed to justify themselves 
by results. Thus we were both driven back 
on earlier loves, art, pottery and romance. 
Morris was intolerant of the conventional 
talk of seciety, and had little sympathy 
with ideas foreign to his own. . . 

But to anyone who could increase his stock 
or artisan, with absolute indifference to his 
willing ear, whether such a one were artist

HE quest for big muscles ig. a tolly. 
These bunches of muscles are neither 
handsome nor useful, except to a profes- 
jonal. 
Compare an ancient Greek statue, or one 
Mf our red men or South Sea Islanders or 
ordkin, or Ted Shawn with the unbal- 
nééd, muscle-bound human forms held up 
or our admiration in publications devoted 
“physical straining.” 

Big bunches of muscles are not only dis- 
iguring, but dangerous. They are de 
eloped at the expense of the heart. You 
ave saddled yourself with an Old Man of 
he Sea, and must do his bidding. That is 
thy so many athletes, “pictures of health,” 
le young. 

Eustace Miles, former tennis champion of 
ingland, has written: “There has always 
sen a tendency among Anglo-Saxon people 
> set up the mere athlete as the type of 
whysical health. We do not consider the 
mere athlete to be a really healthy man.” 


The quest for big muscles is usually ac- 
ompanied by overeating. Most people eat 
wo or three times as much as needed to 
epair waste. Then they take two or three 
imes as much exercise as is necessary, to 
fork off surplus nourishment. 

If you eat only enough to restore waste 
nd furnish so much of the heat and energy 
s is not stored up in sleep, you will need 
nly a little regular daily exercise for per- 
ect health. 

Do not think I underestimate the vatue of 
tional exercise. What I say is: Seek 
uure blood rather than big muscles—health 
nd endurance rather than great strength. 
James J. English writes: 

“The athlete, who develops massive mus- 
les, often succumbs to sickness, and is un- 
ble to recuperate, not having enough vi- 
ality to regain health. All his efforts had 
been to gain this muscular development.

And while 
both have claims for beauty, it is the long, 
fringy, tassel-like clusters of staminate 
bloom that win our most ardent admiration, 
(It might be said in. passing, that this is as 
we usually find it where the flowers of a 
species are divided into male and female; 
the male is the more striking and attractive 
of the two.) , 3 

When not in bloom, the staminate and pis 
tillate plants of the meadow rue look very 
much alike, their leaves being the same. 
The foliage resembles very much that of the 
maiden-hair fern, and is so attractive that 
the plants are often gathered for bouquet 


It is after the seed-balls have formed, how- 
ever, that the clematis is most noticeable. 
Then each of the many pistils has become 
a seed with a long plumy “tail,” and in a 


grayish-white—on which account it is some- 
times called “The Old Man of the Moun- 
tain.” 

While our two species of clematis are 
much alike, yet the difference in leaf and 
flower is decided enough to make the task 
of distinguishing between them a compara- 
tively easy one. Besides, they bloom at 
different times. The early (Clematis lasi- 
antha) blooms from March to May, while the 
late one’s time of flowering is from June to 
September. “The flowers of the early. one

The Family of Fiinch Origin Estab 
lished in Reign of Queen Anne. , 

HE Gordon family is of French origin, 
and appeared in Scotland in the elev- 
enth century. Their courage and bravery 
lave been well exemplified in the career of 
the Gordon Highlanders. The family of 


Hallhead Gordons had been established by 
Robert Gordon who, in the reign of Queen 
Anne, left his native Scotland and settled in 
Bordeaux as a wine merchant. After thirty 
years of prosperity, he returned to the land 
of his birth with an ample fortune, which 
he invested in a landed estate, the Barony 
of Esslemont, and the.property was entailed 
upon his el@6st male heir, a fact which bore 
a deep sigaificance in Adam Lindsay Gor- 
don’s life. Another son, Capt. William Gor- 
don, married an heiress and acquired the 
fine estate of Greenhill, near Worcester. 
Three of William Gordon's sons attained dis- 
tinction In the King’s service. One of them, 
Adam Durnford Gordon, was the poet's 
father. As a lad he became an ensign and 
left his quiet Worcester home to sail with 
his regiment to the Barbadoes Islands in the 
West Indies. Later he joined the Indian 


| army, receiving a commission in the Bengal 


cavalry of the East India Company. After 
active service in tropical jungles, he was, in 
1825, when in his late twenties, invalided 
home. 


After his convalescence he married his 
cousin, Harriet Elizabeth Gordon, daughter 
of his uncle Robert, formerly Governor of 
Berbice. She had inherited a fortune of 
£20,000 settled upon herself and invested 
in 3% per cent cOnsols. Capt. Gordon is 
described as a second Col. Newcome. He 
and-.his wife lived in rural comfort on their 
lands near Worcester till after the birth of 
girl-twins, when the mother showed signs 
of mental aberration, which took the form 
of religious melancholy. For the health 
of both father and mother the Gordons re- 
moved to the Azores Islands, forever asso- 
ciated in the minds of Englishmen with the 
gallant fight of the little “Revenge.” There 
at Fayal they lived in a roomy and quaintly- 
furnished house where, in 1833, was born 
their only son, Adam Lindsay. The tiny 
Island of Fayal is leas than ten miles long. 
Their house was set on a vinecilad hiliside, 
the windows overlooking the broken cliffs 
at the water’s edge. It commanded a lovely

The latter was a steeplechase jockey—not 
the best companion for a reckless, adven- 
turesome youth.

‘Then he was 
sent for three years tao Woolwich to train 
for military service. But he again neglected 
his studies for the pleasures of sport; he 
delighted in taking boxing lessons from Tom 
Sayers, afterwards the pugilist hero of En- 
gland. After escapades had brought him 
into collision-with the authorities, he was 
withdrawn. It has been said that he was 
entered at Merton College, Oxford, to pre- 
yare for the church, but the statement has 
not been verified. Steeplechasing and intem- 
perance ‘were the vices of that period of his 
life. Home life seemed to have no igfluence 
over him. His mother was despondent and 
conscience-stricken at her son’s conduct; 
his favorite sister, Ada Mary, died of con- 
sumption at the age of 14. Two other sis- 
ters, Theodora and Amy Christian, had 
died young. His father’s patience was worn 
out by his son's eccentricities. It is said to 
have been taxed to the utmost when his son, 
in a burst of generosity, sold a consider. 
able number of his father’s beloved books 
to help to get a comrade out of financial 
difficulties.

‘IN ORDER TO SUCCESSFULLY DECO.- 
RATE A ROOM THE-PRINCIPLES | 
MUST BE UNDERSTOOD. 

O SOME people the task of furnishing 
a room in which all the material to 
be used is new, is a complicated one. 
Even this, however, is easy as com- 
pared to producing an artistic unit when a 
part of the furnishings is old. The best pro- 
cedure in either case is to begin with a 
piece or group of pieces as a unit and buy 
with these in mind. Another good way, es- 
pecially in a new house, is to decide upon a 
general scheme in style and color for the 
whole house and then buy nothing which 
does not fit into that particular scheme. 

Often an assortment of furniture is al- 
ready possessed, perhaps this includes some 
pleces of wicker and some of mahogany. It 
seems necessary at first to use all of it but 
gradually the least desirable can be waeees 

out. 

Selection of new pieces should be based 
rather on good design, good color and sim- 
plicity than on individual whim. This does 
not mean that a person's individuality or 
temperament can not play an important 
part in the choice. But it does mean that 
everything need not be entirely “different” 
from anything ever seen before. People are 
greatly alike after all and so are furnish- 
ings. An occasional note of individuality is 
sufficient to make it distinctive. 

Temporary crazes in certain lines are 
usually not an individual's taste but a trade 
necessity. A certain kind of material or a 
certain type of furniture becomes the style, 
not necessarily because some good deco- 
rator has used it successfully, but because 


the manufacturer demands it. Sometimes | 


he is artistic and sometimes he is not. 


Siyle Does Not Always Determine 
the Value of Furnishings. 


© WE find that other reasons must be 

given for using certain furnishings than 
that they are in style. In the memory of 
many of us, parlors were in style. They 
were rooms used only occasionally and they 
contained a whatnot, a center table on 
which wis an elaborate sugar cake orna 


ment covered with glass, and uncomfortable 


chairs with linen covers. 

Of course many fads have become more 
or less permanent because’ they possess 
artistic merits. Let us make our new pos- 
sessions pay for themselves by being good 


in color, artistic in form, useful, restful or |/ 


comfortable or by possessing some of the 
other necessary qualifications. 

The house as a whole must be a unit: 
must possess a coherent effect; must have 
a plan. A definite use must be decided up- 
on for each room. The expression of these 
differences need not destroy the general 
plan. The degree of formality which the 
room is to possess determines largely its 
style and arrangement of furniture. Some 
rooms are formal and comfortable and some 
are merely formal and should be contfort- 
able. Comfort does not need to be ex- 
pressed in softness. It may be equally as 
well expressed in conveniences. A table 
or chair placed near to a good reading light 
may produce a comfortable appearance 
even if the chair is not an overstuffed one. 
Chairs with wide seats and high backs may 
produce the same effect of comfort. 

With limited. means, we can arrive at 
more satisfactory results if we adhére to a 
“noncommittal” period in furnishings. 
‘The house cannot be a unit if only one 
room is furnished in “period” furniture and 
it is difficult except for those of unlimited 
means to have a house correct throughout 
in every detail of any one period. . One an 
tique, however, peed not be out of place if 
the accompanying pieces are carefully se 
lected. The antique is as often a vase or a 
piece of material as it is a chair or table. 
- A modern room or a “noncommittal” period | 
room is as artistic but less expensive than 
a room furnished in the furniture of an old 


period. It includes possibly painted furni- 
ture, some of the mewer floor coverings and

are that they must be artistic or useful or

Some Need More 
Consideration of Designers. ~ 


T 1S fortunate that the manufacturers of 

rugs and other kinds of floor coverings 
have turned their attention to the produc- 
tion of more artistic pieces bat much yet 
remains to be done along that line. No one 
article has seemingly received less consid- 
eration at the hands of first-class designers. 
Both the designs and the colors of many of 
our rugs are very poor although there is 
some improvement over those with realistic 
animal designs that were perpetrated by 
pattern makers of the past. It has been 
said that any inartistic thing may remain 
if it is useful but no one should be satistied 
until practically all useful things are made
